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i‘ Summary of Holstein Conditions and Fall 
Prospects 


Replies to Questionnaire Indicate General Improvement and Good Outlook 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


OTICABLE improvement in the Holstein market, 
Noe in the demand and in the range of prices, is re- 

ported by about eighty-five per cent of those replying 
to a questionnaire recently sent out by the World. Our 
own observations during the year, as well as the testimony 
of the public sale prices, have indicated unmistakable im- 
provement for 1926. Breeders, also, as we have met them 
at meetings, sales, etc., have been in a uniformly optimistic 
frame of mind. The general effect of all this was cheer- 
ing but not quite conclusive as a national picture of the 
Holstein situation. Accordingly, we arranged a question- 
naire covering various phases of the Holstein market sit- 
uation, touching also upon the problems met by the breed- 
ers in their business, methods used in improving, develop- 
ing and marketing their cattle, etc. The next step was to 
find a representative list of breeders to whom this ques- 
tionnaire should be sent. As a basis, we used the names 
of those who were elected delegates to the annual conven- 
tion of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America at 
Des Moines, thus assuring its going into the hands of 
breeders in every section of the country and men who 
might be expected to be better informed than the aver- 
age regarding Holstein conditions and prospects in their 
own locality. This list was supplemented with about fifty 
additional names of men in all parts of the country that 
we knew to be especially well posted along the lines upon 
which we were seeking information. With this question- 
naire, we sent a letter asking help in assembling a defin- 
ite national picture of the present Holstein situation and 
urging each to give it careful, unbiased attention. 

The response to this questionnaire have come in from 
all section of the country and they certainly present con- 
vincing evidence that Holstein conditions for 1926 are 
materially better, with continued improvement in pros- 
pect for the fall and winter. Between eighty and eighty- 
five per cent of the responses received are thoroughly op- 
timistic in tone. About one in eight report conditions 
about the same as for 1925 and without much prospect for 
increased business during the fall, while only about one 
in twenty of those replying indicate any great amount of 
discouragement over the Holstein situation. This dis- 
couragement comes largely through difficulty in meeting 
the demand for higher testing milk and the inroad which 
the Guernseys are making in their particular section. 
Another cause of discouragement over the immediate out- 
look comes from the dry weather and crop failures in 
South Dakota and parts of Minnesota, while financial con- 
ditions in Iowa are given as a cause of a slow market 
in parts of that state. 

Turning to the other extreme, we find breeders from 
twenty-two states ranging from Massachusetts, Rhode Is- 
land, New York, New Jersey and Maryland on the eastern 
seaboard to California and Washington on the west, south 
to Tennessee and Virginia and New Mexico on the south- 
west reporting a better demand for Holsteins than last 


year and a higher range of prices. The first four ques- 
tions on the list were somewhat allied in their nature, 
covering observation of Holstein conditions in general, 
the comparison of the breeder’s own actual sales for 1926 
with a similar period of 1925, prospects for fall business 
and the factors that seemed to carry most weight with 
buyers in making the selections. I. D. Hadley, who as 
secretary of the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association is in 
close touch with the situation in that state, writes: 


“Cattle are selling higher. We believe the de- 
mand will be good this fall and winter because of 
the number of cattle that have been taken out by 
the T. B. test and will be replaced with pure bred 
Holsteins. We have had quite a demand for bulls 

‘ and cows, with not quite as strong a market for 
heifers but the demand for these seems a little bet- 
ter a@ year ago. Prospects for business in gen- 

eral look better than they have for a long time.” 


Incidently, Mr. Hadley remarked that buyers are insist- 
ing on good individuals and every appearance of producers, 
and he confesses that it is hard to sell poor individuals at 
any price. C. F. Bigler, secretary of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association and who also maintains a herd 
of his own, comments as follows: 


“We are finding better prices and greater de- 
mand for Holsteins in this state. Grade owners who 
lost cattle on the T. B. test are buying registered 
animals in many cases. The demand for bulls and 
young heifers has been condiderably better than 
last year, particularly. the market for heifer calves. 
The prospects for fall business are good, particularly 
for cows wanted to combat the milk shortage. Buy- 
ers are looking for size, type and production; pedi- 
gree seems to be secondary.” 


There are a large number of optimistic replies from 
New York State, emphasizing the shortage of cows in 
this section, owing to the tuberculosis eradication cam- 
paign and the decreased number of heifers that have been 
raised during the past several years, all of which points 
to a real shortage of milk in the New York market this 
fall with accompanying higher prices. W. D. Robens, 
the veteran breeder of Poland, New York, reports that he 
has had “more call for cattle, especially for fresh cows 
with prices running about twenty-five per cent higher than 
they did a year ago”. Sales in his own herd, he reports, 
have been better than for 1925 with a stronger demand 
but bull sales are at about the same level of prices as last 
year. He reports that buyers who are looking for cows 
are not paying much attention to records if they can get 
good individuals that are evidently producers, but bulls 
must have record backing as well as good individuality. 
Mr. Robens’ conclusion is that the prospects for fall busi- 
ness this year are “better than they have been since 1920.” 

Statements of this kind, however, are not confined to

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Carnation Two-Year-Old Breaks Record 


breaking of the record for fat production in the 

junior two-year-old class by Carnation Walker Hazel- 
wood 834565 with the remarkable production of 1,220.26 
Ibs. butter, 25,532.1 lbs. milk, average test 3.82 per cent 
fat. For the honor of world’s championship in this divi- 
sion, Carnation Walker Hazelwood displaces Finderne 
Mutual Fayne, whose record of 1,200.64 lbs. butter has 
stood as a world’s championship performance over all 
breeds since June 1915, or more than eleven years. No 
other championship record on the books of the Advanced 
Registry office has stood for such a long period as this 
one, with the single exception of that of Finderne Holin- 
gen Fayne, a sister of Finderne Mutual Fayne, in the 
junior three-year-old class. Finderne Holingen Fayne 
completed her championship record about three and a half 
months earlier than Finderne Mutual Fayne. Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood was able to annex the world’s cham- 
pionship only by the most consistent production right 
through the year. Her 7-day record at the start was not 
unusual, being 23.65 lbs. butter from 426.6 lbs. milk, with 
an average test of 4.2 per cent. Her average for the whole 
year was 23.46 lbs. during each of the fifty-two weeks and 
she made an official 7-day record 351 days after calving 
of 22.64 lbs. butter, 461.9 lbs. milk. She was producing 
more at the end of the year than she was during the first 
few days on test, so that she was continued on for nearly 
a week beyond the 365th day, cutting out the same num- 
ber of days at the beginning of her test. 

Concerning her monthly production, Merton Moore, of 
the Caranation organization writes, “Following her 7-day 
record near the beginning of her lactation, Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood was continued on year test and up to 
October 30, 1925, when she had been on test for fifty-nine 
days, she had produced 4,400.7 Ibs. milk, containing 206.86 
Ibs. butter, a record equivalent to what the average cow 
in the United States produces in a year. 


During November, she milked 2,316.2 pounds of milk

containing 101.33 pounds of butter; and in December re- 
peated this wonderful performance, producing 2,307 
pounds of milk containing 107.6 pounds of butter. 

By the end of January everyone realized that all had 
been expected of this heifer was about to be realized for 
she made 107.9 pounds of butter that month from 2,213.2 
pounds of milk. 

She continued steadily through the 28 days of February. 
making 95.24 pounds of butter from 1,939.9 pounds of milk 
that month. March added 2,096 pounds of milk and 106.37 
pounds of butter to her rapidly growing record, and April’s 
30 days gave her 2,093.8 pounds more milk containing 
105.73 pounds of butter. May’s total was 2,058.5 pounds 
of milk and 104.72 pounds of fat. In the middle of June . 
(her 10th month on test Carnation Walker Hazelwood 
stepped serenely over the 1,000-pound butter mark with 
21,000 pounds of milk to her credit. Her figures for June 
were milk 1,866.5 pounds, butter 96.35 pounds. July gave 
her 2,068.6 pounds more milk and 100.03 pounds more 
butter, and in August she crossed the 1,200-pound butter 
mark. 

On September 6th Mr. A. M. Ghormley, Supt. of the 
Western Carnation farm, wrote to Mr. Gardner, Supt. of 
Advanced Registry, as follows: “With reference to Carna- 
tion Walker Hazelwood, this heifer is making more now 
than at the start of her year, so we are running her on 
until Wednesday night, September 8th, when she will be 
dropped.”

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Don’t Miss the National 


N recent issues, we have published information about 
i the various attractions at the forthcoming National 

Dairy Exposition at Detroit and reasons why breeders 
and the dairy public should make it a point to attend. 
The strongest argument we have presented, however, 
was in last week’s issue and consisted of a list of breeders 
who have entered Holsteins for the National Show. We 
have had slightly larger entry lists on a few previous 
occasions but never in the history of the National has 
there been as great an aggregation of quality as this 
year’s entries promise to bring forth. Champions of all 
the circuits will be here, with Canada on hand frankly 
making a bid for both grand championships and first and 
second in the State Herd contest, while in addition there 
are a number of “dark horses” not previously in compe- 
tition this year. The entries come from eleven states 
and two provinces of Canada, ranging west to California 
and Washington and east to New York and Pennsylvania, 
with state herds entered from Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Quebec and Ontario. 


We are sorry to note a few absentees among the lead- 
ing winners of the year. Among these we might mention 
Pabst, Larsen, Rasmussen, Knowles, Baker and Rieck, all 
of whom have had out show herds this year that would 
be contenders for top honors, and also some of the other 
herds that are staying on the corn belt and southwestern 
circuit. In spite of the fact that it misses perfection 
as a complete exposition of the best show cattle of the 
breed through the absence of these herds, it still stands 
out as a truly national and international show and the 
strongest line-up of Holsteins to compete together in one 
show on the American continent this year. 

Here are some of the problems Judge Moscrip will 
have to solve. In his aged cow class he will have Oak- 
hurst Colantha Abbekerk, grand champion at Ottawa, 
London and the Canadian National; Model Prilly Segis 
Gelsche, grand champion at the Sesqui show; Lady Boon 
Jewel Fayne, grand champion at Michigan; De Kol Cloth- 
ilde Monona, grand champion at Minnesota, and a string 
of other winners of the year that should rank the aged 
cow class at the National far stronger than this class 
has been in preceding years. The four-year-old heifers 
will also be interesting as it will bring together for the 
first time Jennie De Kol Segis Walker, the Billiwhack 
heifer that has been undefeated in her class thus far and

The 
reading matter points out some of the reasons for Hol- 
stein supremacy, including their leadership as _butterfat 
and milk producers, size, hardiness and prepotency, econ- 
omy as producers, prolificness and longevity. 

A second poster deals with the value of purebred bulls 
and is based upon the Iowa State College experiment. 
This poster is similar to the one previously issued on this 
subject, carrying only a few minor changes in arrange 
ment. 

The third poster deals with Holstein milk and in its 
illustrated features shows the True Type cow, a flock of 
calves at pasture and in the center a milk bottle with a 
healthy youngster inside it. It reads “Holstein Milk is 
rich in the body building elements and because of its 
similarity to mother’s milk it is highly recommended by 
doctors for infants and children. Holstein Milk builds 
strong healthy boys and girls. Its food parts are well 
balanced. It is easily digested and is an ideal milk for 
the entire family.” It cOncludes with an invitation to ask 
for the booklet “Holstein Milk and What the Doctors 
Say.”

Summary of Holstein Conditions and 
Fall Prospects

the New York section. W. L. Baird, of Waukesha Couaty, 
Wisconsin, reports that he has done as much business 
in seven months of this year as in ten months of 1925. 
He reports that pure breds are in more demand than 
grades with prices ranging from $10 to $50 per head higher 
on both grades and pure breds than they were command- 
ing a year ago. Individuality, size and production are the 
factors determining price, according to his observations. 
Regarding the prospects for fall business, he gives as his 
reasons for expecting good business that “dairying and all 
live stock industries are in a healthy condition. There 
is not a surplus of good cattle; in fact, they are hard 
to find.” 

Cc. W. Newman, of Indiana, reports a twenty per cent 
increase in sales as a general condition in the Holstein 
situation in Indiana. Comparing his own 1926 sales with 
the business for 1925, he states that the latter year was 
fifty per cent better. “We sold all our young females be- 
fore July 1, and refused to sell any cows after June 1. 
We sell our bulls before they are ten days old and have 
done 100 per cent better with them this year than last.” 
He reports that buyers are asking for some kind of a pro- 
duction record. C. T. A. preferred, and that where such 
records are available they are not so particular about the 
type of the animal. He looks for a demand now for fall 
and early winter freshening cows and serviceable bulls. 

Tom Owens, of Washington, reports sales from his 
herd fifty per cent better than last year with an unusually 
good demand for bulls from good record cows. He reports 
Holstein conditions generally in the Pacific Northwest 
better with the Holstein demand improved at better prices 
and a decided increase in the matter of numbers sold. 
Buyers are asking for records and individuality and are 
willing to pay fairly good prices for animals with this 
combination. He looks for continued good business this 
fall on account of the decided improvement in the milk 
business and a general shortage in good dairy cattle. 

An interesting report on conditions in Colorado is 
given by Paul V. Pattridge. manager of the Willow Springs 
Farm. He writes: 


“Holstein conditions in Colorado are improved. 
Prices are stronger and trading more active. Grade 
Holsteins gre more in demand than pure breds right 
now. They sell like hot cakes at good prices. Pure 
breds will follow. Our own sales are improved 
twenty per cent for pure breds over 1925, although 
bulls are not selling as they should yet. Buyers are 
looking for production and type, and the age and 
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general quality are also factors in making the price. 
The prospects for the fall business are unusually 
good. On account of feed conditions last year 4,800 
head of Holsteins were shipped out of the Denver 
district to California and other points. They are 
now harvesting a banner crop. People will want 
good Holsteins to market their feed crops through.” 


C. Z. Harris, of Utah, reports Holstein conditions sat- 
isfactory in his state, although while the demand is quite 
active it does not seem quite so brisk as in 1925. They 
are looking for a real demand for Holsteins in their dis- 
trict this fall, however, as the beet crop was a practical 
failure, while the hay and grain crop and the corn for 
silage was good. Hence there will be a demand for cows 
to feed it to. 


Joseph C. McCarty, of New Mexico, reports conditions 
in that state are much better with prices higher for Hol- 
stein cattle and the buying and selling much more active. 
Buyers are looking for large frame, good producing cows 
of high test and the prospects for the fall look very good 
because more and more farmers are turning to dairying, 
and Holsteins have the call. Grade Holsteins are selling 
about twenty per cent higher with much better demand 
than any other breed, according to Mr. McCarty. 


H. C. Wood, of New York State, reports that while the 
demand for cattle has slackened up during the summer 
months while farmers are busy with their crops, the gen- 
eral Holstein market has been much stronger all along 
the line during 1926. He reports that the demand is for 
bulls and springers, with conformation, size and high 
per cent butter fat families being factors in selection. 
He considers the prospects for the fall business very 
bright because of the large number of inquiries received 
last winter and spring, stating their expectations of pur- 
chasing this fall. 


A. M. Ghormley, of Carnations’ Western Farm, reports 
fair activity in the Holstein trade in the Pacific North- 
west, with prices on top stuff quite good and ordinary 
stuff low. Their own sales have been better for 1926 
than for 1925, with a stronger demand for good bulls 
than anything else. He reports that type is the out- 
standing desire in every buyer’s mind, but more and more 
the better breeders are studying pedigrees. The pros- 
pects for the fall business look fair to Mr. Ghormley, with 
a good demand for bulls because of the fact that farmers 
have not bought for some time. He is looking, also, for 
a good market for heavy springers not too high in price 
to go into practical dairy herds. 


C. L. Hughes, who is probably the best posted man on 
Holstein conditions in California, makes the following 
report: 


“There is an increase in the numbers of Hol- 
steins being sold. Prices are about the same as a 
year ago on cows, but heifers and bulls are selling 
somewhat higher. There are indications for more 
public sales in California than for several falls past. 
We are looking for a strong demand with moderate 
price levels that are characteristic of dairymen mak- 
ing their first pure bred purchases. Buyers are 
looking for production and good health. Official 
testing in California will probably be considerably 
increased this fall with definite tendencies towards 
records in Subdivisions B and C. There are com- 
paratively few registered cows for sale as most 
of our largest herds are selling whole milk and are 
short of milk rather than the opposite.”’ 


Another sale manager who has unusual opportunity 
to observe Holsfein conditions is S T Wood, who writes 
as follows: 


“There is apparently a greatly increased activ- 
ity in Holstein circles, both pure bred and grade. 
Mediocre or inferior cattle of both classes are per- 
haps not as greatly affected as the good ones, 
which seem to find a ready market at better prices. 
It is really hard to make comparison of prices one 
year with another. Conditions and value of the ani- 
mals offered vary so greatly. My observation is 
that the better animals are bringing more money, 
but just in what proportion I would not venture to 
say. On the whole, I do not think the better prices 
have reached the heifer stock as it has the bulls 
and cows. Of course, individual sales or individual 
instances would seem perhaps to greatly disprove 
what I feel to be a general condition. The factors 
which seem to most influence the demand and price 
are general individual excellence, including, of 
course, the condition of the animal and her nearness 
to freshening. Fall prospects for the good cattle 
look bright. The tuberculin test has taken many 
dairy cattle in various sections, but in replacing 
these animals there is an effort to secure better cat- 
tle from clean herds. As a result many Owners have 
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looked to pure bred herds and secured their first 
pure breds in replacing the condemned cattle.”’ 


There are many other comments in the same vein, 
which lack of space precludes our quoting. 

The next three questions also were quite closely allied. 
These covered the practical production of Holsteins as 
compared with the other breeds, the prices and demand 
for good grade Holsteins as compared with grades of other 
breeds, and, the third, a factor in determining local 
prices, as to whether Holstein breeders were having any 
trouble with the test in marketing their milk. 


As might be expected, widely varying replies were 
received on these points. Practically every report states 
that Holsteins are more than holding their own from the 
practical production standpoint in comparison with other 
breeds and a gratifyingly large number state that Holstein 
grades are in demand at prices ranging from $10 and $15 
a head higher to as much as $100 difference in some lo- 
calities. In the sections near the large consuming centers 
where there has been agitation for higher milk standards 
and where these reports show that Holstein owners are 
having some trouble to meet the dealers’ requirements 
as to fat content, grade cows of the Channel Island breeds, 
particularly the Guernseys, are reported as commanding 
somewhat higher prices for cows of lower producing abil- 
ity than the Holstein grades offered. A large proportion 
of these replies refer to the interest dairymen and breed- 
ers are showing in improving the butterfat test of their 
product. General interest in paying more attention to 
higher butter fat test in our Holstein breeding operations 
is indicated, and in cases where Holstein owners are now 
experiencing trouble in marketing their milk on account 
of low test, the replies indicate that the problem is being 
met either by standardization or by putting in a few yellow 
cows. In some cases, efforts are being made to have 
the discriminatory legislation or rulings amended. 


As to the practice of mixing herds by the introduction 
of cows of the Channel Island breeds, it is not proving 
entirely satisfactory as indicated by *a number of the 
reports. T. J. Owens, of Washington, reports, “The av- 
erage production in the cow testing associations here 
show that Holstein cattle hold all highest places with 
Jerseys coming next and Guernseys in third position. 
Nearly all breeders of the latter are decidedly disappointed 
from the standpoint of both production and reproduction. 
Good grade Holsteins will bring $150 to $175 very 
readily, while other grades of good quality rarely 
reach $150.” 

Paul V. Pattridge, of Colorado, reports that Holsteins 
are more than holding their own in the Denver district, 
leading the cow testing associations of the state consist- 
ently and with eighty-five per cent of the 30,000-gallon 
daily whole milk supply of Denver being produced by 
Holsteins. He states, “Prices on grade Holsteins are from 
30 to 50% higher than any other breed. The good ones 
are like savings accounts, you can cash in on them 
any time.” 

Dr. Franklin N. Strickland, of Rhode Island, reports 
that Holsteins are holding their own in competition with 
other breeds in every way in his state and produce 90 
per cent of the milk supply of the state. He reports that 
good grade Holsteins are outselling the grades of the 
Channel Island breed, the general price for a grade Jer- 
sey or Guernsey milking eight to fifteen quarts a day be- 
ing $65 to $100, while grade Holsteins producing from 
twenty to thirty quarts a day readily bring as high 
as $200. 

J. P. Riordan, of Wisconsin, reports that in his section 
Holsteins have long predominated, and while there has 
been a demand for grade Guernseys, mostly for city trade, 
at prices considerably higher than grade Holsteins were 
commanding, at the present time the prices are not far 
apart. 

Several of the replies point out that the butter fat 
differentials upon which the milk price is based are fav- 
orable to lower testing milk and in this connection the 
following comment by S T Wood, of New York, is sig- 
nificant: 


“A Guernsey breeder admitted to me recently 
that one could not afford to produce Guernsey milk 
unless they had a special market for it.” 


In other words, while their milk tests more and the milk 
companies pay more for it, they do not produce enough 
to make good the difference.

The next and final group of questions related to he 
practices, including percentages of calves of both Sex 
raised and registered, information as to testing for pro 
duction either in a cow testing association or Advap, 
Registry work for short-time or long-time records, ang 
finally, policy as to showing at local fairs or elsewhere 
Between one-fifth and one-sixth of the breeders replying 
reported that they ‘were raising all bull calves ang 
heifer calves, while over half reported they were Taising 
all heifers and a smaller percentage of bulls, ranging in 
most cases from 50 to 80%. Enough more reported tha 
they were raising above 90% of their heifer calves. to 
bring the proportion up to two-thirds of the Tesponses 
registering over-90% of their heifer calves, the Percentage 
of the bulls varying from none in some cases up to 95% 
and in one case 99%. Selection of the bulls in cages 
where not all were registered is on the basis of the type 
of the animal itself and the production and genera] merit 
of the dam. The same standard was applied in many 
cases where hot all of the heifer calves were being Teg- 


istered. Of these who register all of their calves of both : 


sexes, all were testing for production, about half in Ag. 
vanced Registry work and a slightly smaller number 
in cow testing association work only. Among those who 
are raising 90% or more of their heifers, just half are 
doing Advanced Registry work and one quarter are jp 
cow testing associations only, the other quarter doing no 
testing at all. Of those who are registering smaller per. 
centages, all are testing for production, about three-fourths 
of them in cow testing association work and the balance 
Advanced Registry work, in addition to the cow testing 
association work. Reference is made to the value of 
having figures of production and feed costs for every cow 
in the herd as a basis of selection, also the economy of 
this form of testing. As I. V. Otto, of Pennsylvania ex. 
presses it, “Seven years in the cow testing association 
have given us uniformly good production in our herd and 
it keeps the surplus stock moving.” Others refer to the 
local advertising value and the growing trend on the 
part of buyers to favor the practical every-day records 
of production. A number of the breeders replying, who 
are now doing no testing, expressed a desire to enter their 
herds in cow testing associations if one were available. 
Shade & Yapp, of Illinois, writes that they are not test- 
ing their herd except privately, but they would be ex- 
tremely interested in a herd test plan. “I am convinced,” 
writes Prof. Yapp, “that such a plan is economically and 
genetically sound. Let’s get back of such a system with 
selective registration.” Several in their responses men- 
tion that they have not been doing any test work for the 
past several years but expect to resume during the com- 
ing winter. 

Regarding the benefits of testing, W. S. Masing of 
Minnesota, writes: 


“Twenty years ago we would scarcely receive 
one inquiry in fifty that asked for records of pro- 
duction of the dam of a sire offered. Today I 
do not believe we receive one inquiry in a hundred 
that does not require records of production.” 


About two-thirds of the breeders reporting stated that 
they were showing this year at their local or state fair 
and a considerable number in addition expressed their 
belief in the value of showing through their own exper- 
iences in the past even though they were not, for one 
reason or another, taking out exhibits this year. The bene 
fits mentioned resulting from showing were numerous, 
the advertising value being the most important factor, 
apparently, in the estimation of most of these breeders. 
Others refer to the financial return of the premiums. 
Paul McNish, of Ohio, mentions the fun he gets out of 
it in addition to the advertising, while C. W. Newman, 
of Indiana, refers to the satisfaction of beating the other 
fellow, and “if he beats us, the satisfaction of making him 
feel chesty.” CC. Z. Harris of Utah, referred to it as 
“The Pulpit of Dairy Rep.” Tom Elder of Mount Her- 
mon School, refers to the showing they have done as 
“a splendid advertising medium as well as an educational 
contribution.” Dr. Strickland, of Rhode Island, goes into 
more detail: 


“While the expense seems rather high and the 
results not noticeably immediate, I have learned 
that such exhibits are long remembered and new 
business finally consumated as a result of the show. 
In this particular, this is much like advertising;

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ROYAL ORDER OF PURPLE COW 
HONORS MEMBERS 


Featuring the trial and subsequent 
conviction of “the most expensive 
pull in the world,” the second annual 
meeting of the Royal Order of The 
Purple Cow, an organization of 
preeders, herdsmen and others con- 
nected with the show ring, was held 
at the Northwest Dairy Exposition 
on the Minnesota State Fair grounds 
on Thursday evening, September 9th. 

The most expensive bull in the 
world was an educational exhibit at 
the Northwest show designed to point 
out that it is not the initial cost of 
a bull that counts but the upkeep. The 
individual exhibited was a scrawny 
scrub purchased for $13.21 at the 
South Saint Paul market. Up to a 
few days before his purchase he had 
peen in service on a Minnesota farm. 


He was tried with all the formality 
of the courtroom. Judge Conrad Ol- 
son, formerly Saint Paul municipal 
judge, dressed as King Tut and ad- 
dressing the court in rich Swedish 
dialect, presided at the trial. In fact 
his dialect was so good that one of 
the listeners who enjoyed his charge 
to the jury, remarked that he could 
not talk very good English. 

The findings of the jury convicted 
the scrub animal. King Tut read the 
sentence and ordered his immediate 
execution with all others of his kind.

LOWDEN ADDRESSES AGRICUL- 
TURAL LEADERS OF NEW 
YORK STATE 


Governor Lowden was one of the 
principal speakers at a _ luncheon 
given by J. D. Barnum to agricultural 
leaders of New York State at Syra- 
cuse at the time of the recent New 
York State Fair. Mr. Lowden deliv- 
ered a masterly address on the pres- 
ent agricultural situation. He cited 
facts showing that the great agricul- 
tural plant of America has been run- 
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ning down at a dangerous pace and 
urged the necessity of adopting a 
truly national agricultural policy for 
this country in order to insure our be- 
ing able to feed our own people even 
fifty years hence. He pointed out in 
his inimitable way the inter-depend- 
ence of town and country and of the 
industrial east and the agricultural 
west. Referring to the latter, he 
stated that nothing but evil in all our 
history has ever come from sectional 
differences. He pointed out that the 
interests of our great country are so 
interwoven and inter-dependent that 
injury to one part will sooner or later 
react throughout the breadth and 
length of the land. He expressed his 
faith in the capacity of society to 
save itself, that we shall learn more 
and more how to make the institu- 
tions of men respond to the needs of 
men and that if the instruments of 
the complex civilization which we 
have evolved are unequal to their 
tasks then we must contrive better 
ones. Later in the day, Governor 
Lowden proved his own breadth of 
view by consenting to be photo- 
graphed with one of the Emmadine 
Farm Guernsey calves.

Small’s death, the Ona Company was 
formed, taking over the entire herd 
and for the past five years they have 
been breeding constructively for the 
development and improvement of this 
particular strain, that is noted for its 
long-time production and its ability to 
breed on for generation after genera- 
tion. The Ona Company herd was 
headed by King Ona Pontiac, one of 
the foremost representatives of the 
Ona family, he being a son of King 
Ona, present senior sire at The Rieck 
Certified Dairy Farms and perhaps 
the most famous male representative 
of the family, and out of Lindale 
Bonnie Pauline, Ohio’s first 30,000-Ib. 
cow, a 1,000-lb. fat producer, close to 
the ideal in type and of demonstrated 
transmitting ability. King Ona Pon- 
tiac spent his early days at Osborne 
Farm and in that herd as well as in 
the Ona Company herd he has demon- 
strated his right to be considered one 
of the leading sires of the present 
day. In the herd at the Ona Company 
Farm are forty-three of his daughters 
and eighty females directly descended 
in the female line from Ona Clothilde 
De Kol, foundation cow of the famous 
Ona family. Concerning Ona Clo- 
thilde De Kol, it is stated that there 
are more cows averaging over 1,000 
lbs. descended from her in the direct 
female line than are to be found in 
any other family of the breed. She 
has three daughters that average over 
1,000 Ibs. One of her daughters like- 
wise has three daughters that aver- 
age over 1,000 lbs., and the second 
daughter has three daughters averag-

ing very close to 1,000 lbs. Ona Clo- 
thilde De Kol heads the only four- 
generation group of 1,000-lb. cows and 
the only three five-generation groups 
each averaging over 1,000 lIbs., as 
well as the only six-generation group 
averaging over 900 lbs. She and her 
daughters head eleven different four- 
generation groups averaging over 
1,000 lbs. each. Ona Clothilde De Kol 
and more than thirty of her descend- 
ants in the direct female line have 
records averaging over 900 lbs. butter 
with an average test of better than 
3.5 per cent, this average including 
many heifer records. As there are 
many young descendants of Ona Clo- 
thilde De Kol still to be developed, 
it appears likely that there is plenty 
of Ona history still to be written. 


This group of eighty descendants, 
including some of the best producing 
members of this great family, there- 
fore, form a splendid nucleus for 
further and continued development. 

The Karl Nims herd likewise has 
been bred largely along Ona lines, 
Mr. Nims having used the best sires 
obtainable from the Peter Small 
families. For several years past he 
has used Ona Prince, a son of Ona 
Clothilde De Kol herself, and thus as 
near to the foundation of the Ona 
family as it is possible to get. Mr. 
Nims has been interested in showing 
as well as testing and his herd has 
been carefully selected from the 
standpoint of individuality and at the 
same time being required to maintain 
itself through every-day herd produc- 
tion. 


The Osborne -herd has been built 
on the blood of Lothian King De Kol 
Korndyke, perhaps better known to 
the Holstein public as “Alex,” and, as 
already mentioned, King Ona Pontiac, 
later sold to head the Ona Company 
herd, and who now returns to head 
the consolidated herd. Lothian King 
De Kol Korndyke has proveé to be 
one of the outstanding sires of pro- 
duction as,an inspection of his list of 
daughters will show. A few years 
ago he was quite widely advertised 
as the breed’s leading sire of two- 
year-olds, being the first sire to have 
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four junior two-year-old daughters 
averaging over 21,000 lbs. milk. He 
was likewise the first sire whose 
daughters had made 16 records 
averaging over 19,000 lbs. milk as 
three-year-olds or less, and there were 
several other important statements 
that were made for him exclusively 
These good heifers have since been 
coming back strong with added de. 
velopment, a 932-lb. junior two-year. 
old coming back with 1,164 Ibs., an 
832-lb. two-year-old making 1,167 Ibs. 
and several others making records up 
to better than 1,000 lbs. He now has 
16 daughters with records averaging 
over 900 lbs. butter, eight of the six. 
teen records being made in heifer 
form and five of them as three-year. 
olds or younger. He has few equals of 
living sires of long-time daughters 
and we understand that many more 
good records are now in progress. 

Lothian King De Kol Korndyke is 
a son of Pietertje Hengerveld Sir 
Korndyke, a bull that was prominent 
in the earlier National Dairy Show 
rings, and out of Lothian Maggie De 
Kol, one of the first 1,200-lb. cows of 
the breed. It is interesting to note 
that his dam, Lothian Maggie De Kol, 
carries much the same breeding as 
the dam of Ona Clothilde De Kol and 
this fact may account for the excep- 
tionally good results that seem to 
follow the combining of his blood with 
the Ona family. The work already 
done at the Osborne Farm is suffi- 
cient to inspire great confidence in 
the results that will follow the 
further mating of King Ona Pontiac 
with the daughters and granddaugh- 
ters of “Alex” now in that herd. The 
future breeding plans at Osborne 
Farm are built around a further con- 
centration and combination of these 
two families, a proven nick that will 
make the right kind of Hoistem 
history. 

Mr. Nims will continue to be asso- 
ciated with the new Osborne Farm 
herd as part owner and herd manager 
with the development of the breeding 
and testing program under his direct 
supervision. This arrangement is 
especially pleasing to Mr. Nims as he 
was herdsman for Peter Small back 
in the early days when the Ona 
family was first coming into promi-

There were herds from three coun- 
tries in the exhibit of Black and 
Whites at the Western Washington 
Fair at Puyallup the week of Sep- 
tember 13 to 19.

one never knows how valuable advertising of most 
any kind ceally in until, perhaps, a long time after- 
wards. A great many times I have been surprised 
to learn by letter or visitation how far back the 
impression upon sOme person was made, that they 
remembered my modest exhibit or advertisement. 
Also, as a result, some sales have been made to 
persons far from the scene of the fair or this state. 
Even if I ceased to exhibit locally or advertise, I 
know that for a long time afterward I would con- 
tinue to get inquiries about my cattle.” 


Several breeders in responding to our questionnaire 
took the trouble to express in some detail their views on 
the general situation. F. R. Stenzel, of Stenzel Farms, 
California, wrote as follows: 


‘‘We believe that one of the best things that could 
happen to the breed would be the restricting of the 
registering or sale of any herd bull that would not 
be out of a tested dam. Something similar to the 
Canadian idea. The small dairyman with say five 
or six cull pure bred cows and a cheap ugly pure- 
bred bull sells young bulls for $50 to $75 and hurts 
the real breeder who is doing a good service to the 
breed by using the best bull he can afford and only 
raising the bull calves from the best cows. We 
will not sell a bull for less than $200 and there are 
many people that sell 75% of their bulls under $100 
and they are large breeders in this state, too. So 
you see it is really discouraging in this way. We 
should adopt a slogan of some sort to kill any bull 
calf that would not give promise of becoming worthy 
of the breed he would represent. We are going 
one step farther and are planning on vealing half of 
our bulls just to keep the costs down. It costs us 
at least $200 to raise a bull calf to one year of age 
here and common sense would tell anyone that it 
would be false economy to sell them for any less.” 


Mark Keeney, who is a keen observer and student of 
conditions in the Holstein industry, offers the following 
pertinent comment: 


“The Holstein business is almost entirely on a 
commercial basis. The fancier is a very minor fac-

The Eastern States Exposition has but four bull 
classes, having placed the yearlings in a single class and 
offering but one calf class. 

The competition for three-year-old bulls found eight 
out and the ringside had no difficulty in agreeing with 
Judge Hansen on the top animal—Prince Cornucopia Tobe 
Pontiac shown by Carnation Milk Farms. The Ohio con- 
tingent had second and third here with King Ona Jolie 
Fayne shown by Rieck Certified Dairy Company and a 
son of Maplecrest Pontiac Hartog shown by Karl Nims. 
Of the two-year-old bulls, Sir Star Laura Segis, champion 
at the Sesquicentennial, shown by the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company was an easy winner. The very smooth 
and somewhat smaller son of K. P. O. P. 54th shown by 
W. S. Kellogg, Derby, Conn., stood second and a bull of 
similar type exhibited by Craeg Manor Farms, Count Piebe 
Hengerveld Ormsby, was third. Pabst Admiration, a son 
of Creator, followed. The greater size and _ general 
strength of Sir Star Laura Segis was a bit too much for 
the three bulls below him, although in finish, smoothness 
and dairy conformation Mr. Kellogg’s entry was to be 
highly commended.

GROUND ALFALFA HAY FOR 
DAIRY COWS 


O. E. Reed and J. E. Burnett, of the 
Dairy Section at Michigan State 1. 
lege, have published the results of g 
feeding trial recently completed by 
them in which the relative merits of 
ground and whole alfalfa hay for 
dairy cows was tested out. This feed. 
ing trial was extended Over a period 
of three months with two lots of six 
cows each, the double reversal method 
being used. One lot received the 
ground alfalfa during the first and 
third 30-day periods, with whole al- 
falfa hay in the second, and the other 
lot received whole alfalfa hay during 
the first and third 30-day periods and 
ground alfalfa during the second. A 
rather coarse quality of first cutting 
alfalfa was used throughout the ex- 
periment. The results of this trial 
showed no great variations between 
the feeding of ground and unground 
hay than would be expected if the 
same ration had been fed throughout 
the entire experiment. Their conclu. 
sion, therefore, is that the grinding of 
alfalfa hay for dairy cows in neither 
necessary nor profitable.

The Salem-Gloucester Cow Testing 
Association has uncovered the story 
of the progress made in recent years 
by the herd of Holsteins owned by 
Henry Edwards, of Mullica Hill.

In 15i35 he bought 
his first registered bull, a Holstein 
and a son of the famous Spring Farm 
King Pontiac. Eleven grade daugh- 
ters were raised from him, and were 
much better than their dams. This 
fact was interesting and profitable to 
Mr. Edwards, so in 1915 he bought 
two registered cows, and in 1917 the 
second good bull, a son of Judge Hen- 
gerveld De Kol. The third sire came 
from Winterthur farms and is still in 
use. A junior sire recently bought in 
cooperation with a neighbor, R. H 
Skinner, is a grandson of Polly Doug- 
las Fayne. 

A glance at what took place among 
the females is most interesting. From 
one of the two purebred cows bought 
in 1917 Mr. Edwards obtained a fe- 
male that developed into an extra- 
ordinary animal. She is now 10 years 
old. In production she has neen only 
fair, but she has had six daughters 
and three bulls, all of splendid consti- 
tution, type and producing ability.

Reducing all of these records to 
mature equivalents it is found that 
they exceed the best record of the 
old cow—9,374 pounds of milk—by 40 
per cent. This is an illustration of 
what it is possible to do by the ju- 
dicious selection and use of registered 
bulls, from cows of known produc- 
tion. The performance of the 4-year- 
old granddaughter sired by the Win- 
terthur bull now in use, constitutes 
an argument for retaining well bred 
bulls until their daughters produce. 
Purchasing a high class pure bred 
bull carries with it the assumption 
that the buyer has faith in the ani- 
mal’s ability to work improvement, 
yet there are hundreds of such buyers 
who will not spend the price of a cow 
to build a suitable pen for keeping 
him. If the bull is “half the herd” for 
those raising young stock, why sell 
and buy half of a herd every three or 
four years? Exchange him tempor- 
arily for another of merit and return 
him later.

Final arrangements have been made 
for the better sire special train to be 
operated by the Erie Railroad through 
ten counties in Ohio during October 
and November. 

In cooperation with the state and

NOTES ON EASTERN STATES 
SHOW 


Looking over last year’s report of 
this good show we are reminded that 
the numbers this year exceeded the 
exhibit of last year by a few head. 
While the representation of the New 
England states was not as large other 
states from outside the New Eng- 
land territory came in in larger num- 
bers to keep up the record and pop- 
ulation as well as quality. 

One of the pleasing winnings was 
the junior championship accorded to 
Ralph Hurlburt’s very excellent bull 
calf. The Hurlburt boys have small 
herds at Ashley Falls, Mass., but in 
their initial appearance in the show 
ring last year at the Eastern States 
Walter Hurlburt’s heifer, was_ first 
prize winner in the junior yearling 
dlass. This year Ralph Hurlburt’s 
bull calf sired by Nutmeg Walker Co- 
lantha, a bull bred by F. M. Peasley, 
was the outstanding animal. of their 
show string. They purchased this 
sire from Judge Peasley and have 
bred a small but select lot of young- 
sters from him. 

Last year in commenting upon the 
showing of K. P. O. P. 54th, owned 
by Waldo S. Kellogg, the opinion was 
expressed that this bull would devel- 
op considerably and show better this 
year. He has come through accord- 
ing to prediction very nicely and gave 
way only to Sir Star Laura Segis in 
the two-year-old class. Mr. Kellogg 
has a finely bred bull in this 1,000-Ib. 
son of K. P. O. P. and one that is him- 
self an individual that will stand up 
high in any show.

comfortable crowd to the grounds 
each day. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America cooperating with the New 
England Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion maintained a booth in the dairy 
cattle barn. Earl Cooper, head of the 
Extension Department of the Nationai 
Association was in charge of the 
booth. Mr. Cooper reported that he 
had more inquiries from people seek- 
ing to buy Holsteins than he has noted 
at any previous show either in New 
England or elsewhere within a long 
time. There were quite a few buy- 
ers seeking information and prices 
from the exhibitors and not a few 
sales were reported. 

The present tendency of Holstein 
breeders to show their milking fe- 
males dry (this is not intended as a 
joke) was deplored by a veteran ob- 
server of Holstein show rings. This 
gentleman who covers other shows 
than Holsteins, states that judges in 
other breeds are showing a tendency 
to cut milking females when they are 
shown dry. One exhibitor, however, 
is very much of the opinoin that it is 
the fault of our judges who demand 
high condition before placing an ani- 
mal up. He says that as long as they 
demand the animals be well fitted 
breeders are going to so arrange their 
breeding program that the animals 
show in the milking classes will be 
in bloom and not in heavy produc- 
tion. We have often noted in talking 
with various judges a decided ten- 
dency to speak of an animal as be- 
ing “very nice but a bit out of con- 
dition.” 

Perhaps the solution of this prob- 
lem wi'l be a division into two classes 
such as obtains in Canadian shows. 
It does seems a bit unfair to throw 
the animals in milk and the animals 
showing dry together in competition 
that is supposed to be at least on the 
same basis of judgment. 





NATIONAL ENTRIES NUMBER 
OVER 1,100 HEAD 


Blue ribbon winners from 19 states 
and two Canadian provinces make up 
the 1,104 pure bred dairy cattle to 
compete at the “court of last resort” 
when the National Dairy Exposition 
opens at the Michigan State Fair 
grounds on October 6th, according to 
J. E. Burnett, superintendent of cattle 
exhibits. With the grade entries, a 
total of 1,500 of the world’s leading 
dairy cattle will be on hand. 

The Holstein-Friesian breed with 
300 head leads in the number of 
cattle entered. Ayrshires come next 
with 262 head; Jerseys 212; Guernsey 
203 and Brown Swiss 127. There are 
165 exhibitors. 

New York has the most dairy cattle 
entered with a total of 164 head. 
Michigan has 160 head registered; 
Wisconsin 114; Iowa 96; Ohio 83. 
Massachusetts 68; Ontario 63; Minne- 
sota 62; Pennsylvania 50; Illinois 47; 
Quebec 45; New Jersey 40; Connecti- 
cut 32. Missouri 25; Washington 19; 
Kansas 14; California 13 and Indiana 
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Louisiana, North Dakota, and West 
Virginia each have one head entered. 
This is to be viewed as an accom- 
plishment as it is only recently that 
dairying has been given any stimulus 
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in these states, and is greatly due + 
the activities of the National Dairy 
Association. ” 

It is evident that competition is 
keen, to say the least, at this year’s 
Dairy Show. The cattle entereg are 
the prize-winners at state and sec. 
tional fairs held throughout the coyp. 
try. Names famous in the dairy jp. 
dustry stand out prominently among 
the entrants. Quality is the dominant 
factor making up the greatest gather. 
ing of dairy cattle ever assembleq in 
America. Each breed presents a 
formidable array, and a battle roya} 
will be held at the Michigan State 
Fair Grounds, October 6 to 13.—Na- 
tional Dairy Exposition.

FEED FRESH SILAGE TO DAIRY 
COWS NOW 

With the emphasis, this fall, on 
more and better milk from the same 
number or fewer cows, most dairy- 
men cannot afford to let any green 
feed go to waste at silo filling time, 
according to the animal husbandry 
department at the State College of 
Agriculture at Ithaca, N. Y. 

When the silo is filled and allowed 
to seal itself by the heating and fer- 
menting of the top layer, there is an 
appreciable loss of feed. If the silo 
is filled early in the fall while there is 
yet plenty of pasture or other green 
feed, it may not be practicable to 
avoid this waste. However, if the silo 
is filled later, when all the available 
green feed is needed, feeding from it 
should begin immediately. When 
this is done, the labor and unt- 
pleasantness of removing the surface 
layer is avoided also. 

For a number of years, the men 
in the department say. the dairy cows 
at the college have heen fed the green 
corn as it came from the machine 
when the silo is being filled and then 
fed the silage when it is heating and 
settling. So far as is known, no bad 
effects from this method have been 
noticed in the herd.—-N. Y. State Col- 
lege of Agriculture.

A current report of progress in 
tuberculosis eradication just issued 
py the United States Department of 
Agriculture shows an increase in the 
number of cattle tested monthly com- 
pared with similar reports early in 
the year. The total waiting list of 
cattle to be tested, the report shows 
also, is gradually on the decline, 
being about half a million cattle less 
than six months ago. This is be- 
cause of the greater volume of tuber- 
culin testing, rather than any decline 
in the number of livestock owners de- 
siring to cooperate in the work. The 
number of modified accredited coun- 
ties—meaning counties which have 
reduced the extent of bovine tuber- 
culosis to not more than one-half of 
1 per cent—was 210 on August 1, 
which is more than double the num- 
ber a year ago.

AT NORTHWEST DAIRY EXPO, 


Inaugurating a farmers’ dairy cattle 
judging contest in order to create a 
better understanding of dairy breed

It is of interest to note that her 
normal test was 4 per cent. In January 
she tested 3.9 per cent, in February 
3.94 per cent, but in March, April, 
May and June she tested steadily 4.05 
per cent to 4.07 per cent, while in 
July and August she dropped down 
around 3.9 per cent again. 

In addition to the two test periods 
mentioned above, seven different 
supervisors applied twenty-one differ- 
ent tests to this heifer’s yearly work.

When the yearly sum- 
mary for the Montgomery Couaty, Pa., 
Cow Testing Association was figured 
up, it was found that the high cow for 
this association had made a state rec- 
ord for both milk and fat production 
in C. T. A. work.

She averaged for almast three months 
100 lbs. milk a day and her highest 
daily production was 105 lbs. milk on 
four milkings. The Landis herd was 
high in the county for the year, sev- 
enteen pure bred Holsteins averag- 
ing 12,484 lbs. milk and 440 lbs. fat. 
This good average production was es- 
tablished by feeding balanced rations, 
good care, and good breeding prac- 
tices. The Ursinus College herd of 
Holsteins, at Collegeville, which was 
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high for the association last year, was 
a close second this year, fourteen Hol- 
steins averaging 12,462 lbs. milk and 
*421 lbs. fat. The association finished 
the year with 25 members. A total 
of 433 cows were tested during all or 
part of the year, showing an average 
production of 7,789 lbs. milk and 296 
Ibs. fat.
